Less Money to Lend. 

The Federal Reserve Board's 

credit curb action was announced 
after banks had closed yesterday. 
The freeze means there will be 
less to lend to business firms, or 
‘to individuals who want to buy 
‘houses, automobiles, television 
‘sets, furniture, stock market se- 
'curities, or anything else. 
There was nothing in the order 
‘itself to increase interest rates 
for those who manage to get loans. 
Neither was there anytning to pre- 
vent banks from increasing those 
rates, although officials did not 
expect a rate rise. 

The board’s freeze was effected 
by raising “reserve requirements” 
—the proportion of deposits that 
member banks are required to 
post with Federal Reserve au- 
thorities as non-lendable reserves. 
_ Reserve System member banks 
‘account for the great bulk of 
|United States bank deposits and 
‘loans, although they constitute a 
minority of the nation’s 15,000 
banks. It is up to state banking 
authorities whether to apply a 
Similar freeze to the remaining 
banks.

Voluntary Measures Fail. 

The board’s crackdown on its 
members with a compulsory 
freeze—which will cut bank prof- 
‘its by cutting their lending ca- 
pacity—amounted to conceding 
‘failure of board efforts to get 
'banks to hold down lending vol- 
| untarily. 
| The board took some important 
‘risks in issuing the order. 

The most vital one was that 
banks might dump on the market 
Government securities, in which 
they have invested huge sums, in 
order to get the extra cash they 
will be required to post—or to 
raise cash for making loans that 
pay higher interest. 

Another risk was that many 
banks might resign their member- 
ship in the Federal Reserve Sys- 
item to avoid being caught in the 
|\freeze and to take advantage of 
the easier requirements on state 
| banks outside the system.

The bill is designed to establish 
a direct chain of command from 
the administrator to the states 
and from the states to the local 
governments. 

Fund Distribution Plan. 

It sets up these ways for state 
and local governments to get fed- 
eral funds: 

1. Through the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation in the form 
of loans only. This provision af- 
fects the so-called self-liquidating 
projects such as municipal hospi- 
tals, underground garages and 
other structures which would 
serve a civil defense as well as 
normal peacetime purpose. Such 
projects would have to be certi- 
fied by the civil defense adminis- 
trator as necessary for civil de- 
fense, The RFC, which would be 
given an additional $250,000,000 
in lending authority for civil de- 
fense purposes only, would be the 
sole judge of whether or not the 
loan should -be granted. The ma- 
turity date for the loans would 
be 50 years. 

2. Through federal dollar-for- 
dollar grants for such projects as 
communal bomb shelters. The 
$3,100,000,000 program earmarks 
$2,250,000,000 for bomb shelters.

- Bruce, however, holds that his 
office does a good deal more 
auditing than that, as distinct 
from the ministerial function of 
bookkeeping. In a letter to Ehr- 
hardt, he listed 10 financial 
audits he is called upon to make 
annually, as well as eight reports 
dealing with supplies, inventories 
and other matters, and six sur- 
veys dealing with property and 
fiscal matters.

In addition, Bruce reported, 
“there are times when we are 
called upon to make a complete 
audit of the accounts and records 
of Parent-Teacher Associations in 
various schools when disputes 
arise between the principal and 
the P.-T. A. or between officers 
and members of the P.-T. A.”

Safeguarding Rubber Supply. 


The rubber order, effective to- 
day, places control of all imports 
of natural rubber and rubber la- 
tex in the hands of General Serv- 
ices Administrator Jess Larson. 

An official statement said it is 
necessary for the Government to 
take over buying and distribution 
of rubber “to safeguard the sup- 
ply and to assure that it is dis- 
tributed and utilized most ad- 
vantageously to the national de- 
fense.” 


As an indirect effect, officials 
said, the removal of competing 
private buyers from the field 
should hold down rubber prices 
which have been soaring since the 
outbreak of the Korean war. 

The action is expected to have 
little or no effect on users of tires 
or consumers of other rubber 
products. 

Industry Speedup Urged.. 
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switch to defense production, the 
Federal Reserve Board said in its 
December bulletin, issued today, 
that “the task of building up our 
defenses will require extensive 
shifts in the use of manpower, 
materials and plant capacity, and 
reductions in output of many 
commodities for civilian purposes. 


“In the period ahead,” it said, 
“the nation’s economy will be 
predominantly affected by the 
scale of defense needs and the 


to assure adequate defense pro- 
duction and to combat inflation.” 

The board estimated the gross 
national product for 1950—mean- 
ing the total output of goods and 
services—at a record high 277 
billion dollars, an 18 billion dollar 
gain over the preceding record 
set in boomtime 1948. 

More significantly, it said the 
gross national product had speed- 
ed to a 290-billion-a-year clip in 
the fourth quarter of 1950, top- 
ping the. rate in the correspond- 
da of last year by 15 per 
cent. 


Output and Prices Up. 


Appraising the change from 
fourth quarter 1949 to fourth 
quarter 1950, the bulletin com- 
mented: 

“More than half of this increase 
represents an expansion in the 
physical output of goods and serv- 
ices and somewhat less than half 
represents higher prices.” 

The board said personal income 
should set a record this year 
after hitting an unprecedented an- 
nual rate of 230 billion in Octo- 
ber, “one seventh above the rate 
of a year ago.” The increase in 
income has been much greater 
than in personal savings, it noted. 

The board estimated that home 
building starts for the year will 
total “about 1,375,000, about one 
third more than in 1949, the pre- 
vious record year.” 


John L. Lewis Invited to Wage

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (UP)— 
John L. Lewis, the unpredictable 
mine workers’ chief, who refused 
to go along with the AFL and 
CIO in World War II, is one of 
five labor and four industry lead- 
ers invited to a Wage Stabilization 
Board conference Jan. 10 to 12. 

Lewis is the only union leader 
invited to the meeting who is not 
a member of the United Policy 
Committee which labor leaders 
formed to present a solid front 
on wage policies. 

The other labor leaders invited 
to conference are AFL Presi- 
dent William Green, CIO Presi- 
dent Philip Murray, President Al 
Hayes of the independent Ma- 
chinists Union and Chairman 
George Leighty of the Railway 
Labor Executives’ Association.

What did happen was that 
thousands of Japanese ex-sol- 
diers and officers volunteered 
to fight. Newspapers unani- 
mously, day after day, pro- 
claimed Japan’s right and duty 
to assist in the Korean struggle. 
And the entire people, in effect, 
placed themselves at the dis- 
posal of the warring democra- 
cies. 

It would be naive to assume 
that this was a result of over- 
weening affection or admiration 
for the United States—although 
we have won a certain degree of 
beth. 

The more compelling reasons 
are: 

1, Japan’s interests, political- 
ly and economically, are tightly 
tied with our own. 


2. The Japanese are naturally | 


anxious to have an end to the 
occupation, to resume normal 
trade relations with the rest of 
the world, and to take their 
place in the United Nations. 

3. Having had three wars 
with China and Russia, and 


with a high degree of hatred | 


and suspicion for both nations 
even when they were not ac- 
tually at war, the Japanese are 
under no illusions about their 
own fate if the two Communist 
giants ever break loose in the 
Orient. 

Those are the true reasons 
why Japan‘is a powerful poten- 
tial ally of the United States, 
and the United Nations, today. 
Nations have no permanent 

friends; but they do have perma- 


nent interests. Ours and the Japa- | 
nese, at this hour at least, are) 


practically identical. 

In spite of Russian propa- 
ganda claims, and Japanese de- 
sires, no Japanese troops are 
in the field in Korea today. - 
We are using the great Japan- 
ese air and naval bases in fight- 
ing this war.

This is because; to such Asian 
troops, the mountains are~not a 
barrier, but rather an avenue of 
sheltered advance. Moving by 
night in small groups according 
to a carefully co-ordinated plan, 
the enemy has shown again and 
again during the course of the 
war in Korea a remarkable facil- 
ity for building up large concen- 
trations of force in localities pro- 
tected from air observation and 
attack, and of striking out from 
these mountain strongholds at his 
own selected moment. It has been 
only his lack of tactical mobility, 
once in the open, that has pre- 
vented him from fully exploiting 
the advantage of surprise that he 
has on several occasions gained 
by this use of mountainous ter- 
rain for concealed advance and 
concentration. 

Any secure defensive position 
whfch the U.N. Army can hold 
in Korea must be one in which 
superior firepower and tactical 
mobility can be fully exploited 
to make up for an inferiority 
in numbers which can hardly be 
overcome. 

This means that such a position 
must have the following char- 
acteristics: 

1. Secure flanks which cannot

EXICO and Venezuela are strategically and economically impor- 
tant to the United States, yet both are plagued with Communist 
influences attempting to undermine friendly relations with us. 


Venezuela has undergone a succession of revofutions, culminating last 


The Venezuelan Government is 
now in the hands of a junta 
headed by German Suarez Fla- 
merich, but the Communists, 
while officially outlawed as a 
party, are still busy generating 
hate against the United States. 

As in other Latin American 
countries, they attack “American 
imperialism,” American invest- 


ments, particularly in oil, and the 
“imperialistic war in Korea.” 
Big Oil Supplier. 

Economically, Venezuela is one 
of the world’s largest suppliers of 
oil. Its geographic proximity to 
us makes it more important as a 
sofirce of supply than the Middle 
East, especially in the event of 
war with the Soviet Union. 

This source of supply could be 
vital to the United States. In 
World War II, Venezuela sup- 
plied us with almost one and a 
half million barrels of oil daily, 
or almost enough for the United 
States Navy’s Atlantic fleet. 

In addition, Venezuela is rich 
in iron ore, possessing some of 
the purest deposits in the world. 

It is also the biggest customer 
for United States exports in all 
Latin America, and the second 
biggest cash customer in the 
world. 

Washington notes that the Com- 
munist influence in Venezuela be- 
gan developing in the early 1930s, 
illegally. The party first became 
legal in 1945 under President 
Isaias Medina. 

Shortly thereafter the Demo- 
cratic Action party of Romulo 
Betancourt — leftish, but non- 
Communist — came into power, 
only to fall in 1948. 

Two Red Elements. 

There are now two Communist 
elements in Venezuela. One stems 
from the Official Party (PCV), 
which was .outlawed last May 
following a strike in the oil 
fields. The other is the Pro- 
letarian Revolutionary Party, 
usually identified as PRP(C), 
meaning Communist. 

The PRP(C) is now the only 
remaining legal party dominated 
by Communists. Its chief strength 
is in labor unions. 

Mexico often is cited as a 
classic case of the historical 
causes for Communist exploita-

States. 

Public activity of the Com- 
munists in Mexico is not impor- 
tant,¢says Washington, but they 
have made inroads in two classes 
—the “intellectuals” and the 
union workers. 

Sometimes, according to stu- 
dents. of Communist activity in 
Latin America, there seems to be 
a hair-line difference between the 


strongly nationalistic Mexican 
revolutionary ideology and the 
Communist party line, insofar as 
they affect relations with the 
United States. 

The two, however, should not 
be confused. The strictly Mexi- 
can revolutionaries are strongly 
nationalistic and therefore un- 
friendly to American capital in 
Mexico, but they are not Commu- 


nists. 
Powerful Leader. 

Among the organized workers, 
Mexico of cgurse has the most 
powerful pro-Communist labor 
leader and organizer in all Latin 
America, Vicente Lombardo Tole- 
dano. 

The Soviets’ Communist emis- 
saries in Mexico long ago recog- 
nized the country’s strategic im- 
portance imthe event of war be- 
tween the United States and 
Russia. Accordingly, in the opin- 
ion of investigators, Mexico long 
ago became a center of Commu- 
nist conspiracy for sabotage, es- 
pionage and concerted efforts to 
engender hatred for the United 
States among the Mexican people. 

Despite steadily improved 
friendly relations between the two 
governments, the Communists 
have succeeded to some extent 
in this objective.

Our vacillating policy in the Orient 
should come to a close.

West Germans are worried. They want to 
know whether the United States will be there 
to help them if a showdown with Russia comes. 
For if we are not, simple prudence dictates that 
West Germans close ranks with the Kremlin 
now, and accept the return of the totalitarian 
state and a miserable standard of living in ex- 
change for a little longer life. 

So deep is West Germans’ doubt of America’s 
firmness that United States High Commissioner 
John J. McCloy felt constrained to assure them 
that the United States would not sell out West 
Germany in any talks with Moscow. In the light 
of what the United States has done in and for 
West Germany since 1945, it might seem that 
such an assurance was completely unnecessary. 

But it was necessary. Social Democratic gains 
in recent German elections were in part a re- 
flection of German fears that America would 
retreat into isolationism. And such speeches as 
Herbert Hoover's recent essay in defeatism mag- 
nify those fears and help drive West Germans 
into the Kremlin’s camp. In Bonn there is talk 
of a new effort at getting together with East 
Germany. 

Mr. Hoover, and many other Americans, think 
West Europeans ought to establish their own 
impregnable defenses before this country ex- 
tends any further aid. But how can West Ger- 
mans defend themselves? They are not permit- 
ted to have an army now, or to make munitions. 
And even if those prohibitions were to be lifted 
tomorrow, it would be a matter of years, not 
months, before West Germany would have an 
effective defense force. Meanwhile, East Ger- 
many and the Communist world would be able 
to strike at will. 

West Germans believe that without the deter- 
rent power of American troops, such an attack 
would be a certainty. And when it came, Moscow 
would add to its arsenal for a future attack 
against the United States 50,000,000 able, highly- 
trained and docile .people, a major part of Eu- 
rope’s coal and steel, and eventually all Western 
Europe. ¥ 

This is the force, which, when added to the 
power of Russia and the Far East, would be 
available to inundate Mr. Hoover's ‘Gibraltar’ 
in this country. A dismal prospect, certainly, but 
one which America can forestall now. 

We can do it by keeping West Germany on 
our side, by augmenting the forces available 
for the defense of the West with German troops 
and the products of German factories. One of 
the steps necessary to accomplish that end is to 
increase, not cut, American commitments for 
Western European defense. 

Two or three more American divisions could 
do little by themselves to hold off the Russians. 
But each additional American division stationed 
on the Rhine or Elbe will produce many more 
West European divisions.

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Memo to Two Police Chiefs 


It is hard to see how there could be prolonged 
argument between the St. Louis and East St. 
Louis police over jurisdiction on Eads Bridge 
after a four-car collision. Surely both know 
where the state boundary is. Unless the crash 
was squarely on the line, it should have been 
possible to determine whether the accident oc- 
curred in Illinois or Missouri. 

Instead police from both cities engaged in a 
lengthy debate while traffic piled up to such an 
extent that St. Louis street cars and busses on 
Washington avenue had to be rerouted to avoid 
the deadlocked loop at Third street. A result 
was that thousands of workers were delayed in 
getting to their places of employment. 

Opening of East St. Louis’ new Veterans 
Memorial Bridge will be a relief to such situa- 
tions. Even so, the police should know just 
where their jurisdiction extends—and where it 
stops. If there is still any doubt about it, we 
suggest that the precise point of the boundary 
be marked by signs on each bridge. It is com- 
mon practice to mark state lines on the ground. 
There is just as much reason to designate them 
on bridges. 

Meantime, Police Chiefs O’Connell and Dowl- 
ing should get together and exchange the ameni- 
ties. A blockade such as that which followed 
the Eads Bridge collision created traffic work 
for both departments, 
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The Unity of the Americas 

Communism in Central and South America, 
as Malcolm Johnson is describing it in a series 
of Post-Dispatch articles, is small in extent but 
it is strategically situated.

Latin America leaders as hard and purposeful 
as Mao Tse-tung of China and Ho Chi-minh of 
Indochina—men like Victor Raul in Peru, Con- 
treras Labarca in Chile, Diego Montana Cuellar 
in Colombia, and Vicente Lombardo Toledano in 
Mexico, who directs Communist intrigues all 
over Latin America. 
_ These men control labor unions in Guate- 
mala and Ecuador and key unions in Mexico, 
Colombia, Chile, Uruguay and Bolivia, Mr. John- 
son reports. They are powerful in Venezuela. 
If the United States became embroiled in war 
with Russia, they could impede the vital flow of 
war materials from Latin America by means of 
sabotage, strikes and slowdowns. And Latin 
America is a major source, actual or potential, 
of such war supplies as oil, steel, manganese, 
copper, tin and lead. 

Latin American Communist leaders are trying 
to isolate the United States from Latin Amer- 
ica, just as the Kremlin is trying to isolate this 
country from Britain. That is why so much 
importance attaches to the call which Secretary 
Acheson has made for a conference of the 21 
American republics constituting the Organiza- 
tion of American States. 

It is not necessary to magnify Latin American 


, 


Communism in order to show that it deserves 
close attention. Mr. Johnson's reports should 
make it clear enough that constant vigilance is 
the price of unity in the Western Hemisphere. 
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Training and Efficiency Come First 

It is common knowledge that the allied mili- 
tary forces in West Germany are utterly inferior 
to the Soviet forces in East Germany in men 
and equipment. But the morale of the Allies, 
particularly the Americans, is reported as high. 

That is fine, but there is a catch. It is neatly 
pointed up by Drew Middleton of The New 
York Times in a cable from Frankfort. He says: 


The attainment of suitable morale is com- 
plicated by the fact that so many of the 
officers, non-coms and enlisted men of the 
three armies have been leading what they 
describe as ‘garrison life.’ . . . their clubs, 
theaters, sports, schools, and bridge clubs 
flourish a half hour's flying time from the 
Russian cutposts. 

An old cavalryman is quoted as saying: “Great 


balls of fire! You can’t train an army in snack 
bars and movies. And what the hell good are 
maneuvers when everyone rushes back to the 
regular post on Friday night. The Russians 
won't let us have the weekend off.” 

What Mr. Middleton wrote is true. Any 
doubts may be dispelled by glancing back at 
cables that his colleagues sent from the Korean 
front during those first few weeks when all 
America was stunned by the news that our 
troops were being driven back by Asiatic sol- 
diers. It is true that our troops were outnum- 
bered and that they lacked supplies but is it 
fully realized that the soft “garrison life” that 
goes with occupation duty had softened them 
and interfered with their training?. 

As Homer Bigart wrote: “The troops were 
not combat-minded. They were not prepared 
for the raw brutality of combat. Suddenly they 
found themselves thrown into a full-scale war 
for which they were psychologically unpre- 
pared.” In telling of Gen. Dean’s death, he wrote 
that Gen. Dean had a suicidal assignment in 
“the sorry task of pitting green troops against 
a skillful, fanatic and numerically superior en- 
emy.’” Keyes Beech, reporting how green troops 
didn't know enough to hide tank mines in a 
road, commented: “This is just one illustration 
of how tnprepared we were for the Korean 
war.’ He then gave some other examples of lack 
of elementary training. 

Surely it is not necessary to let essential 
training suffer at the expense of certain ameni- 
ties and luxuries that are not essential. Cer- 
tainly soldiers who realize what they may be 
called upon to face can be made to see that 
rifle range and field problem take precedence 
over snack bar and bridge table. There is some- 
thing radically wrong if the scale of living that 
goes with a “garrison life” interferes with attain- 
ment of maximum efficiency in the field. 

Should war come in Europe, there could be 
no possible exeuse for a repetition of dispatches 
telling of “green troops” and “troops not com- 
bat-minded.” The early days in’Korea are warn- 
ing enough. 
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Arbitrate and Be Done With It 


The transit workers’ union ought to accept 
arbitration in the dispute over sale of weekly 
permit cards, and get it over with. 

We cannot see much merit in the Public 
Service Co.’s claim that the permit cards are not 
passes, and so do not come under the contract 
clause pertaining to passes. Nevertheless, this 
is a dispute over interpretation of the con- 
tract, and the only reasonable way to settle such 
disputes is by arbitration. 

The company has now offered to put in es- 
crow the extra pay which the union claims will 
be due for sale of permit cards, alias passes. 
If the union wins its case in arbitration, its 
members are assured of getting full retroactive 
pavment of the extra wages. 

In these circumstances it can no longer justify 
refusal to sell permits, with all the public in- 
convenience that involves.

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Security for 1,000,000 Domestics 


As the new amendments to the Federal Social 
Security Act go into effect Jan. 1, we particu- 
larly wish for their successful operation in the 
coverage of domestic servants. 

Along with employes of state and local gov- 
ernments, and people self-employed in work 
other than agricultural, a million domestic work- 
ers will be benefited for the first time by old- 
age and survivors insurance. 

Nation-wide social security for maids, cooks, 
laundresses, vardmen and butlers will be one of 
the most difficult jobs of administration the 
Federal Government has undertaken since the 
pay-as-you-go income-tax plan. It will call for 
good administration on the part of employers 
also in order for it to work as well as it should. 

As only domestics who work at least 24 days 
in any quarter of the year are covered, some 
employers may be tempted to chisel. Before 
they do so, however, they should contemplate 
the fine purpose of the new provisions. If that 
contemplation does not dissuade them perhaps 
a reading of the stiff penalty sections will. 

Also it may be that some employes will try 
to evade the protection because they do not 
want a contribution taken from their wages. 
Such employes need to be instructed in the 
value of social security as insurance against 
want in later life. Here insurance agents 
and other in the insurance business could per- 
form a patriotic service. They could help inform 
domestics and others of relatively low income 
of the value of social security just as they have 
been informing policy buyers higher income. 

More than ever before the success of social 
security now will depend on the appreciation 
and co-operation of individual citizens—on em- 
ployers and employes together. 
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Crack Down on Hoarding 

It will probably be hard to enforce the 
National Production Authority's orders against 
hoarding and black markets. 

The order makes it illegal to possess desig- 
nated materials beyond normal inventory needs, 
and illegal to buy them for resale above pre- 
vailing market prices. But the Government 
cannot inspect every business man’s inventory, 
and since a black market deal involves a willing 
buyer as well as a willing seller the chances of 
quashing it are not too strong. 

Still, the penalties are severe—fines up to 
$10,000 and imprisonment up to a year—and the 
Government ought to crack down hard when- 
ever it has a case. The very existence of the 
penalty should provide some incentive, if pa- 
triotism does not, for turning down black mar- 
Ket deals and refusing to hoard scarce materials,

Camorra—A secret organization 
formed in Naples, Italy, early in the 
nineteenth century, and used partly 
for political ends and partly for 
practicing extortion, violence, etc.— 
Webster’s dictionary. 

Capone is dead, and his brothers are 
bums, but he lives as a cancer in Chicago 
politics. We have the ‘“‘West Side” bloc, the 
“Italian” bloc, composed of six or seven 
members whom the gangsters have put in 
the Legislature. Gov. Stevenson, it is said, 
must pay their price if he wants legisla- 
tion. They are elect- 
ed as Republicans, 
but they don’t vote 
Republican. They 
vote Capone. 

They belong to the 
mob. They vote for 
the mob. Most of 
them are _ lawyers, 
and as such members 
of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. Crime com- 
mission bills will 
have tough sledding, 
again. 

Now the mob is 
branching out. - It 
wants to get a simi- 
lar Capone bloc in the City Council. It 
can’t elect a majority of the council, but 
encouraged by its success at Springfield, 
it hopes to get another bloc of votes which 
it can trade on major issues for conces- 
sions on the comparatively minor issues 
(to the public) that are of value to the 
crime syndicate. 

The gangsters are clever tacticians. 
Nothing they might accomplish in the 
council chambers would look very bad. No 
legalized gambling. No pinball machines, 
even. Justa police captain pushed around 
in this district, a pliant tool, long on their 
payroll; assigned to that one. They have 
limited objectives and a capacious, two- 
way, cash register. 


Murder a Last Resort 


Let’s look at the hoodlums who form 
the mob. They were slum rats. Most of 
them, the bosses, though not necessarily 
their political candidates, started out as 
procurers, business agents for prostitutes. 
They grew fat on bootlegging, and when 
prohibition ended, they took over gambling 
—crooked gambling, never-give-the-sucker- 
a-break gambling, pay-off-the-politicians- 
and-cops gambling. They have invested 
their huge profits in scores of supposedly 
legitimate businesses. 

They are murderers. But they wisely 
keep murder as a final resort, and con- 
stant threat. They find it more profitable 
to bribe than to kill. Yet, Drury is dead, 
and Attorney Bas, and Ragen. The mob 
killed them all. 

‘ These adroit criminals demand, and get, 
political patronage. Their Republican

ward committeemen are always at the end 
of the line when votes are delivered, but 
at the front of the line when the jobs are 
handed out. They demand their “share” 
from Republican office holders, and they 
deal with the Democrats for more jobs. 
Given their bloc in City Council, they will 
be running the town through minority 
control. 


Disgrace Their Descent 


They trade on Italian descent, and they 
disgrace the thousands of decent people of 
that descent. They have made an Italian 
name a handicap on the ballot. For ex- 
ample, Mario Tonelli, a decent and capable 
man, trailed the Republican county ticket 
and was beaten in the recent election only 
because of the ill repute that Capone poli- 
ticians have given all Italian names in 
politics. 

This isn’t a condition that decent Italian- 
Americans can correct by themselves, but 
it is one that they will fight to change if 
given aid. The native born Italian is in a 
minority in Chicago today. His sons and 
grandsons are graduates of American 
schools and colleges. Many of them proved 
their courage in battle. They are not the 
kind of men, or women, to be kept in sub- 
jection by thé terror of the camorra. But 
they do need help. 

That help should take the form of a 
coalition of the Republicans and Democrats 
against the Caponeites. Normally we don’t 
like coalitions, even in judicial campaigns. 
This situation is serious enough to deserve 
an exception. Also, conditions make coali- 
tion practicable. Both parties stand to be 
hurt by the gangster politicians. Whereas 
formerly the hoodlums have operated 
mostly within the Republican party, they 


_ are reaching out now to unseat some Dem- 


ocratic aldermen. 


For Anti-Gang Fusion 


Chairman Gill of the Democratic Central 
Committee and Chairman East of the Re- 
publicans should be able to get together in 
an agreement along these lines: 

1. In every ward where a Caponeite or 
suspected Caponeite runs for alderman, 
the Republican and Democratic organiza- 
tions will get together against him, back- 
ing the incumbent alderman of either 
party if his record is decent.

Between Book Ends 


Ben Franklin and His Sister | 


JANE MECOM: THE FAVORITE SISTER OF BENJAMIN 
FRANKLIN, by Carl Van Doren. (The Viking Press, 
255 pgs., $4.) 

THE LETTERS OF BENJAMIN FRANKLIN AND JANE 
MECOM, edited, with an introduction by Cari Van 
Doren. (Princeton University Press, 380 pgs. $5.) 
Carl Van Doren, son of the Illinois corn 

prairie who died last summer at the age of 

65, will be remembered most of all for his 

monumental biography, “Benjamin Frank- 

lin.” That distinguished study of Ameri- 
ca’s' gredt inventor-statesman - printer - 

philosopher earned a Pulitzer prize in 1939. 

In World War II, it was read by G.Is in 

jungles and on shipboard, one of the favor- 

ites in the paper-backed service editions 
of good books which followed wherever 
the forces went. Now, 11 years after pub- 
lication, it is producing valuable historical 
and literary by-products which fill out 
more fully the story of our national life. — 

Jane Franklin Mecom was Poor Rich- 
ard’s youngest sister. Léft an early widow 
by the death of Edward Mecom, after she 
had borne him 12 children, she wrote let- 
ter after letter through the years to her 
“dear brother,” Benjamin. The first book 
narrates her life {rom the surviving cor- 
respondence; the sec- 
ond presents’ the 
letters which brother 
and sister exchanged 
over a period of 
more than six dec- 
ades. 

The Boston Frank- 
lins were a prolific 
brood and much of 
the correspondence 
concerns the little 
things of daily life—. 
the goings and com: 
ings, the faults, the 
minor gp venen - 
ups and downs o 

Carl Van Doren kinfolk. Jane, who 
was the only member of the family to pos: 
sess any of Benjamin's characteristics; 
spelled poorly but put her heart into all 
she wrote. And she had cause: two of her 
children went mad and all but one died 
before her. 

Franklin, in writing more letters to Jane 
than to any other one person, told a large 
share of his own life in his missives from 
many places. There is feeling and inti- 
macy in his comments, as for example, in 
this paragraph in 1774, after his dismissal 
from his place in the Post Office: 

“You will hear before this comes to 
hand, that I am depriv'd of my Office 
Don’t let this give you any Uneasiness. 
Intending to disgrace me, they have rather 
done me Honour. No Failure of Duty if 
my Office is alledg’d against me; such a 
Fault I should have been asham’d of. But 
I am too much attach’d to the Interests of 
America, and an Opposer of the Measures 
of Administration—The Displacing me 
therefore is a Testimony of my being 
uncorrupted.” ' 

Van Doren writes that these letters 
make Jane more visible and audible than 
any other American woman of that cen- 
tury who did not live close to large events 
in the career of her husband. 


The two books—the second is published 
for the American Philosophical Society 
which long has been collecting Jane 
Mecom letters—are, as the editor says, a 
belated act of justice to a good, valiant, 
much-enduring and charming woman. 

Truly Jane Mecom’s time and countless 
obscure women of her time live in her. 
But it 1s with respect to the “first grect 
American,” that this sensitive. brighf. 
ardent woman is most important. For 
“Jane Mecom adds a new grace to Benja- 
min Franklin. He mirrors and interprets 
her. Hereafter neither brother nor sister 
will stand alone, for neither can be fully 
known or truly remembered without the 


other.”

HENNINGS TO SUPPORT 
BLL FOR VERFRONT 


Favors Power to Go Ahead 
on Underground Facilities 
Planned for Park.

Thomas C. Hennings Jr., Unit- 
ed States Senator-elect, agreed 
yesterday to support an authori- 
zation bill in the Eighty-second 
Congress for the Jefferson Na- 
tional Expansion Memorial on the 
riverfront. 


Although noting that actual 
construction of the complete me- 
morial will have to wait, in the 
face of defense needs, for “more 
propitious times,” Hennings said 
he was “strongly in favor” of giv- 
ing the Secretary of the Interior 
the power to go ahead with the 
underground facilities planned 
for the national park. These fa- 
cilities, he said, could be made 
available to civilian defense au- 
thorities for bomb shelters or 
Similar purposes. 

Members of the executive com- 
mittee of the memorial project, 
headed by William C. Crowdus, 
president, presented Hennings 
with a copy of a book outlining 
ideals of the project. The book 
was number 197 of a limited edi- 
tion prepared in 1936 by the late 
William C. D’Arcy, former presi- 
dent of the D’Arcy Advertising 
Co. The presentation was made 
in Hennings’s law offices at 314 
North Broadway. 

Crowdus emphasized that the 
committee will seek no construc- 
tion funds for the memorial while 
the national emergency exists.

RISE IN CANCER CASES | 
HERE OVER To YEARS 


Survey Puts Incidence of Dis- 
ease in Autopsies at 20.6 
Pct. in Last 5 Years. 


A slight increase in the inci- 
dence of cancer in St. Louis dur- 


ing the Jast 15 years was reported 
in the December issue of the 
Archives of Pathology. The sur- 
vey was conducted by Drs. John 
A. Saxton, Fred P. Handler and 
John Bauer, who studied autopsy 
records of 12,443 white persons 
who died in municipal and state 
hospitals here. 

Cancer was found in 2322, or 
18.7 per cent, of the cases. The 
incidence of cancer increased 
from 16.8 per cent in the first 
five-year period, 1935 to 1940, to 
20.6 per cent in the last five-year 
period, 1945 to 1950. 

Most common types of cancer, 
in order of frequency, involved 
the following organs: large intes- 
tine, -lung, stomach, prostrate, 
cervix, breast, urinary bladder, 
throat, pancreas and brain. 

As previously reported by the 
Post-Dispatch, the survey noted 
increases-in frequency of cancer 
of the lung, prostate and pancreas, 
and decreases in cancer of the 
urinary bladder and throat. The 
most conspicuous increase oc- 
curred in cancer of the lung.

UP 14 PCT. OVER 1949 


St. Louis department store sales 
for the week ended last Saturday, 
the last week of the Christmas 
shopping season, were 14 per cent 
higher on a dollar volume basis 
than those of the corresponding 
week last year, the Federal Re- 
serve Bank reported today.

Gen. Eisenhower as a Symbol. 


Gen. Eisenhower is, of course, 
more than a military asset. Ina 
poll taken by the Saturday Re- 
view of Literature recently he 
was voted the greatest living 
American. This reflects his value 
as a kind of stone of Scone—a 
symbol of unity and continuity. 

Should it prove impossible to 
unify Western Europe behind a 
rearmament drive that is more 
than mere paper planning, some 
of the value of this symbol would 
be lost. Or if Soviet armies 
should overrun Europe in the 
spring, as the extreme pessimists 
are now saying, the Eisenhower 
symbol would be tarnished by de- 
feat even though that defeat 
would have nothing to do with 
the General's abilities. 

Since he is a realist, these 
thoughts must have occurred to 
Gen. Eisenhower but if he har- 
bors any doubts, he has kept them 
from even his closest associates. 
It is not in character for him to 
complain.

When Gens. Eisenhower and 
Gruenther return toward the end 
of January, they will confer at 
length again with civilian and 
military officials. Presumably 
while on their survey trip, they 
will have selected a permanent 
headquarters which is expected 
to be somewhere in France. The 
next move, after the second go- 
round of conferences, will be to 
return for the long, hard pull.

When a man is walking across 
Niagara Falls on a tight rope, it 
is not a very good idea for the 
spectators to shout criticism and 
complaint. That is approximately 
what Gen. Ike will be doing. The 
course is just about as perilous 
and as difficult. * 


Certainly no man is immune 
from criticism and that goes for 
generals as well as presidents 
and politicians. But it seems to 
me that in these first difficult 
months, we ought to try to help, 
if we can, the good soldier on 
whom such a heavy burden has 
been placed.

This force is hardly enough to 
hold a front of about 150 miles 
across the peninsula from sea to 
sea. If deployed to cover such a 
front, there would be little in the 
way of reserves, and a break- 
through by enemy masses —es- 
pecially if supported by hidden, 


the central mountains—might be 
disastrous. The situation will be | 
much improved in this respect | 
when Ridgeway has been joined 
by the 100,000 men of the United 
States Tenth Corps and the 11 
ROK corps from northeastern 
Korea, now in course of landing 
at Pusan. 

The enemy must be fully aware 
of this, and hence may be ex- 
pected—if he intends to attack in 
force in the near future—to 
hasten his preparations and try to 
launch his attack before the 
Tenth Corps is fully under Ridg- 
way’s hand. The enemy may not 
be able to move fast enough to 
do this, just as he was not able

Funny Man 


NYONE who fears that visual comedy may become a lost 

art when old masters like Ed Wynn and Bobby Clark 

hang up their motley, can be reassured by catching RED 

SKELTON in the stage show at LOEW’S STATE THEATER 

this week. The M-G-M movie star and radio 

comedian, unfettered by any script, cuts 

loose with some of the funniest clowning 

it’s been our pleasure to witness in a long, 

long time. Certainly there’s nothing subtle 

about Red. He’s as broad as a barn door. 

With him it’s knockabout, prattfall, slap- 

stick shenanigans. He mugs and grimaces, 

bumps his head on a piano lid and his teeth on the micro- 

phone, staggers about, crosses his eyes, all but knocks him- 
self out. 

The genius of the buffoon is hard to define. Many 
another comedian could try to be as broad a simpleton as 
Red, and merely be painful. Red is consistently hilarious. 
He acquired his skill the hard way, up through burlesque, 
carnival, minstrel shows and vaudeville. Now it’s paying off 
—no matter how uninhibited Red is or canfused he seems, 
there is a sureness of touch behind it.

Some of 
the written material is diverting enough, but mostly it’s Red 
himself, with such elemental antics as wiping his mouth on 
his sleeve, then wiping his sleeve with a handkerchief, or 
watching his hand slowly shrivel up his sleeve after spilling 
some of the “velvet smooth” gin on it. 

Also in the stage show are the Lane Brothers, a very 
clever and refreshingly different acrobatic duo, Peggy Ryan 
and Ray McDonald, zestful young dancers, and Nancy Dono- 
van, a songstress, with Bonnie Ross’s orchestra providing the 
music. The show apparently will threaten Loew’s box-office 
records here, and well it might.

| The movie feature, “DIAL 1119” is a low-budget melo- 
drama with a minor cast, and is an excursion into fabricated 
tension, pure and simple, with no depth and no pretensions 
other than to thrill entertainment. But it has accomplished 
its mission with such leanness, muscularity 
and efficiency that it generates startling 
shock-power and nerve-wracking tenseness. 
If there is a movie this year that will give 
you that tingly feeling at the back of the 
neck, this is it. 
It tells of a demented murderer, es- 
caped from a state hospital for the criminal 
insane, who sets out to find and kill the police psychiatrist 
who had him committed. Anyone who gets in his way, he 
shoots down, starting with a bus driver and a bartender. 
Cornered in a second-floor bar by the police, he cunningly 
watches the police seige preparations below by television and 
sends out word he'll murder all five persons he’s holding as 
hostages in the bar within 20 minutes unless the psychiatrist 
is surrendered to him. The efforts to head him off, and the 
bravery of the psychiatrist concerned make about as gripping 
an experience as anyone would care to undergo, even vicari- 
ously. 

All concerned have done a first-rate job, from John 
Monks Jr.’s taut screen-play and Director Gerald Mayer’s 
realistic projection of it, through the cast. As the killer, 
Marshall Thompson emphasizes the terror by underplaying; 
the man is quiet, low-voiced, crafty and obsessed with a 
deadly single-mindedness. Others whom I liked were Sam 
Levene as the psychiatrist, Virginia Field as a barfly, Leon 
Ames as a glib wolf, James Bell as a fed-up newspaper re- 
porter celebrating his quitting of his job and Richard Rober 
as a police captain. 


Flimsey Whimsey 


Fantasy and whimsey are two dangerous elements to 
juggle in any dramatic offering, and I am afraid they have 
proved too much to handle for even the usually adroit George 
Seaton in “FOR HEAVEN’S SAKE,” which he wrote and

pointed to a new job that will 
keep him in touch with all kinds 
of church congregations.

“from a score on which all the 
notations were in _ Italian.

N inveterate collector, Austin

est book in his hymn collection 
is Oliver Holden's “The Union 
Harmony,” a first edition of 1793. 
Oldest book of all is a 1585 psalm 
book, but he speaks rather depre- 
catingly of it, because “it’s not a 
first edition.” 
When he began compiling his 
hymn book, he studied radio fan 
mail—80,000 letters from Phil 


Spitalny’s mail alone—as well as, 


polls, figures from recording com- 
panies, and other research 
sources. 

“I started with the newspaper 
idea of who, what, when where, 
and why,” he says. “I wanted 
to find out how these hymns had 
been written.” 


In some instances it took a lot 
of tracking down. There was a 
tendency, he found, to attribute 
any doubtful authorship to Mar- 
tin Luther or John Wesley. But 
there was no doubt as to which 
hymns had endured the years. 

“Take a hymn like ‘Rock of 
Ages,’ for instance,” he says. “It 
isn’t very good music and the 
words don’t always make sense. 
But people liked it and it’s en- 
dured. Hymn book committees 
found that out whenever they 
tried cutting out old favorites. 
The Methodist church tried omit- 
ting some songs they felt weren’t 
dignified, but them went right 
back into the next edition because 
the congregations kept singing 
them.” 

His final collection was one 
that was representative, he felt, 
of everyone's favorites. It doesn’t 
necessarily represent those he 
thinks are best, or his own fa- 
vorites. He would have pre- 
ferred, he says, including a few 
more Lutheran chorales, and al- 
so that Dixieland jam session fa- 
vorite, once an early New Or- 
leans funeral selection, “When 
the Saints Go Marching In.” 

“You see,” he confessed, “I 
have one other collection that I 
don’t usually mention in connec- 
tion with my hymn book hobby.

Thawing Frozen Pipes. 

EFORE the winter is up there 
B are going to be a lot of frozen 

pipes around this fair land. 
Why they froze is not too im- 
portant at this time but getting 
them “unfroze’’ is. 

The first step is to check over 
the frozen line to be sure that 
it is still solid. If it seems okay, 
open a faucet at the end of the 
line and, if possible, turn off the 
water supply at the other end. 

Now you can go to work and 
thaw it out. You need heat for 
this purpose and there are several 
ways of getting it to the line. An 
electric heater is fine on this job 
especially if you can put a piece 
of aluminum foil back of the pipe 
so that the maximum amount of 
heat gets where you need it. Keep 
the heater from coming into di- 
rect contact with the pipe be- 
cause electricity and plumbing 
don’t mix. Towels soaked in hot 
water and placed over the frozen 
pipe work very well too unless 
there are decorations around that 
might be damaged by the water. 
A blowtorch is also okay but 
don’t let the flame stay in one 
spot for more than just a second 
—play it along the length of the 
pipe. 

The thawing operation should 
begin at a point nearest to that 
open faucet. This allows the water 
in the line to flow out through 
the faucet rather than through 
a small crack in the pipe that 
you might have missed with that 
visual inspection.

She is not 
yet fully meeting her own needs, 
nor, so far as one can discover, 
are her own satellites in Europe 
able to ship to her in sufficient 
quantities such things as she can- 
not produce or cannot as yet pro- 
duce in great enough quantities. 

There in an enormous job of 
organization still to be done in 
the Soviet Union. Transportation 
alone would be a development re- 
quiring many years, and without 
it there is no chance of reaching 
the remote parts of her own coun- 
try. This is true to a far greater 
extent in China, and one wonders 
how long and how much can be 
put into purely military operations 
by the Chinese leader who must 
also promise his people many re- 
forms.

HILDREN and young adolescents dislike any form of dis-

Adolescent boys and girls are likely to take an attitude of 
superiority toward the religious conventions of the family.

Irene Diller Played Nursemaid 


to Mice as Part of Her Cancer Re- 
‘search—Modest Over Her Findings

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 29. 
CIENTISTS’ labors are known 
to be varied, but a cancer re- 
searcher named Dr. Irene 

Corey Diller has come up with 
one for the books. 

In her work on the discovery 
of fungi in cancer cells, for which 
she was recently chosen by a 
panel of Associated Press editors 
as outstanding woman scientist of 
the year, Dr. Diller took her la- 
boratory mice home every night 
and played nursemaid to them. 

The experiment called for late 
nocturnal injections of the tiny 
animals, and since Dr. Diller felt 
that she could best administer 
them, they went home with her 
every night for almost a year. 
During that time she set her 
alarm for 1 and 4 a.m. and faith- 
fully arose to provide the neces- 
sary shots. After breakfast, she 
took them back to the Institute 
for Cancer Research here where 
she has been on the staff for the 
last eight years. 

This devotion to detail is typi- 
cal of the gray-haired, 49-year- 
old zoologist whose modesty runs 
to such proportions that the can- 
cer people had to find out about 
her important discovery through 
the American Society of Zoologist 
before whom she first presented 
the summary of the work. 

“My observations seemed some- 
what orthodox so that I first de- 
cided not to present them at all,” 
the pleasant, quiet-spoken Dr. 
Diller explained. “Being a zoolo- 
gist and biologist, 1 was hesitant 
to pu®-my work before other 
fields of cancer research.” 

When she did present it last 
December before a_ section in 
parasitology of the American So- 
ciety of Zoologists, it came to the 
attention of cancer scientists and 
Dr. Diller’s discovery was given 
the recognition these _ scientists 
felt it deserved. 

_— fungi that Dr. Diller de- 


tected in cancerous cells are the 
same that grow around us, in soil, 
food, plants and trees. Strange 
to say, some scientists in the 
1890s had detected the same thing 
but had completely ignored it. 
After her discovery, Dr. Diller be- 
gan finding remote references to 
it in the yellowed and forgotten 
papers of the past. 

“We don’t know yet what the 
relationship of the fungi to the 
cancerous cell is but we at the 
Institute hope to in a few years,” 
she says. “We cannot as yet get 
the fungi to form new tumors.” 

Since many of our wonder 
drugs come from molds, Dr. Diller 
speculates that it might be pos- 
sible to make an antibiotic from 
cancer fungi that would destroy 
tumor tissue. 
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R. DILLER is a New Hamp- 
Dsnire Yankee who left her 

home at North Woodstock as a 
girl of 17 to go to business school. 
She wanted to become a linguist 
and obtain a secretarial post in 
the diplomatic service. She did 
become proficient in five foreign 
languages and today still reads 
them for diversion. But while 
working to support herself while 
studying the languages, she hap- 
pened to find jobs with two noted 
scientists. Almost before she 
— it, she became one her- 
self. 


From business school, she went 
to Washington, D. C., with a job 
as a government secretary to fi- 
nance her way through language 
courses at night at George Wash- 
ington University. 

Soon she found a better job 
with a scientist who needed an 
assistant skilled in Spanish. Then 
she came to Philadelphia to at- 
tend the University of Pennsyl- 
vania as a graduate student in 
Romance languages. She got an-

other secretarial position with the 
head of the university’s zoology 
department to pay her way. 
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URING her 17 years at the un- 
[)iversity. her work took her on 

professional missions to many 
parts of the world, usually be- 
cause of her knowledge of French, 
Spanish, Italian, German and 
Portuguese. She spent two years 
in Japan, the Philippines, Java 
and Ceylon. Her specialization in 
abnormal cell growth led to her 
entering the cancer research field 
in 1942, although she had no pre- 
vious experience in it. 

In 1938 she met and married 


Dr. William Ditier, a professor of 
zoology at the University of 
Pennsylvania, and they combine 
marriage with a common scien- 
tific interest. 

In the summer of 1939 both 
were in France and Edinburgh, 
Scotland, doing research. After 
war broke out, they sailed on the 
ill-fated Athenia, which was tor- 
pedoed by the Nazis the night of 
Sept. 3, 1939, some 200 miles off 
the coast of Scotland. Dr. Diller 
and her husband were at dinner 
when the torpedoes hit. 

“We were cut off on the stern 
of the ship by the explosions,” 
she recalled. “We couldn’t reach 


our assigned lifeboat and it left 
the ship without us. There were 
no crew members to help us. 


“My husband helped to cut a 
lifeboat away with his penknife. 
It was dreadfully overcrowded. 
We were the last to leave that 
section of the ship, sliding down 
over the side. 


“We lost practically everything 
but our skins. All our work was 
destroyed and we saved only the 
clothing we stood in and the 
glasses we wore.” 
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R. DILLER believes that can- 

cer research is making tremen- 

dous progress and has great 
hopes that the cause of the di- 
sease will be found in the next 
quarter of the century. She says: 

“We have exploited so many 
different phases in our research 
and have eliminated so much that 
the path ahead now is to pick and 
to choose, to use wisdom. There 
must be a careful selection of 
material to avoid duplication. 

“I think that when and if the 
cause is discovered it will be made 
by a keen, analytical mind that 
will be able to trace the thread 
of revelancy through the vast 
body of research we have un- 
covered.” 


Dr. Diller’s main outside in- 
terest now is the large, older 
home in suburban Glenside that 
she and her husband recently 
purchased and have moved into. 

They are busy tearing out walls, 
painting and redecorating to make 
it graciously livable. It has also 
given Dr. Diller a role that she 
has not played for many years— 
that of a housewife. Each eve- 
ning now after the laboratory she 
scurries home and gets out the 
broom and dust mop. 


She’s looking forward to the 
approach of Spring because she 
plans to landscape the yard and 
indulge in some fancy flower 
growing. This should be easy for 
a zoologist, you’d think, but Dr. 
Diller swears she doesn’t know 
a thing about horticulture. 

She’s always loved music and 
recently began to take piano les- 
sons because she always wanted 
to play one. “It isn’t the greatest 
piano playing in the world but it 
suits me,” she says with a laugh.

To “Take the Will for the Deed.” 


OU wanted to meet a return- 
Y ing friend at the airport, but 

pressure of business made it 
impossible. To your self- 
reproaches he answers that he 
will “take the will for the deed.” 
Perhaps it is because the pres- 
sures of modern life so often 
prevent one from taking the ac- 
tion one has intended, or making 
the gesture that is in one’s heart, 
that this old phrase is so much 
in current usage. 

An old phrase it is. Four cen- 
turies ago the French satirist,

Declarer played the queen from 
dummy, led a club—and then 
had to decide whether to play the 
ace and king, for the good chance 
of dropping the queen and run- 
ning the entire suit, or to put 
in the club jack. 

It was not that South wanted 
to finesse for the club quecn, 
but with no entry to the closed 
hand outside of the club suit 
itself, it would obviously be a 
safet, to play to finesse on the 
first round, leaving a club in dum- 
my for communication purposes. 

Before making his decision, 
South carefully considered his 
contract. He was well aware that 
other South players probably 
would not bid no-trump at any 
time on such unbalanced distri- 
bution —that they would persist 
with clubs and probably land at 
game in that denomination. If so, 
how many clubs would they 
make? If they could make six- 
odd, scoring 120 points below the 
line (even though they did not 
actually bid the slam), making 
only three no-trump would return 
a poor match-point score. Thus, 
South would have to run quite a 
risk, to try for four no-trump. 

However, after some study, 
South saw that even five clubs 
was not assured on the combined 
hands, since declarers at that 
contract might easily have to lose 
three diamond tricks, even if 
they did not lose a club. 

On that sound analysis, South 
took the safety play in clubs, 
leading to his own jack. Later, 
when the distribution was _ re- 
vealec, he was very glad that he 
had done so!

Man's Re-Entry Into Himself

rayed, “God, make be better 
... though I hardly see how I 
can really be improved!” 

Examination of conscience, 
honestly conducted, brings each 
of us a sense of guilt: There 
are two ways of handling this 
discovery of our failures: the 

‘normal and the morbid. The 
normal method of handling 
guilt is to acknowledge it free- 
uy, neither magnifying it nor 

it, but setting to 
cual at once to find ways of 
avoiding the same sin in the 
future. The morbid reaction to 
guilt is to cry out, “I am no 
good,” or, “I am not worth 
saving,” or, “Life is too diffi- 
cult to live.” The first method 
of handling guilt requires 
courage, and ends in spiritual 
growth. The second method 
cripples the spirit through a 
deep sense of futility. 

Many people never “enter 
into themselves” because they 
have rooted their whole per- 
sonality, have gambled their 
whole self-esteem on some ex- 
ternal achievement or activity. 
There are three such common 
enemies of spiritual growth: 
fun as a goal, hyperactivity, 
and conformity to other peo- 
ple’s standards. Those who pur- 
sue fun as an escape from 
thought pile up their social 
engagements so that they at- 
tend three parties in one after- 
noon, keep the radio going all 
day long, and cannot spend an 
evening without movies, tele- 
vision or a pack of cards to 
distract their thoughts. 

Those who practice hyper- 
activity use work as a drug; 
these are the business men who 
get shaved on airplane trips, 
keep four telephones on their 
desks and receive business 
calls at their restaurant tables. 
The esteem of others is sought 
for what such men have or do 
or seem to be, as a compensa- 
tion for their loss of inner self- 
esteem. 


N THE STORY of the Prodi- 
| gal Son, we are told that the 
profligate young man was re- 
leased from tension and strain 
the moment he had “entered 
into himself”; the suggestion 
is clear that before this thing 
occurred he had been “outside 
himself,” or, as we often say, 
“beside himself.” He had been 
seeking satisfaction in the ex- 
ternal world, which can never 
provide happiness to those 
whose inner lives are in a 
turmoil. From outer events, 
-the son was able to discover 
nothing at all to fill his spirit, 
and nothing better than the 
husks hogs feed upon to fill 
his stomach, for when the 
spirit is ill-at-ease, even the 
body of a man rebels. 

There are two ways in which 
one of us can “enter into him- 
self.” He can examine his 
conscience, or he can probe 
into his unconsciousness. The . 
first process must be carried 
on by each man alone; the sec- 
ond, which occurs in psycho- 
analysis, is steered and guided 
by the analyst, who can do 
great harm if he is wedded to 
some unmoral or immoral 
theory of human goals. If a 
distressed patient goes to such 
an “expert” for advice, “the 
last state of the man is worse 
than the first.” 

Very often there would be 
no talk of “examining the un- 
consciousness” if the patient's 
conscience has been examined 
first. But there are two rea- 
sons why such a process is 
both difficult and uncomfort- 
able. In the first place, one 
cannot usefully examine his 
conscience unless he recognizes 
some standard outside of him- 
self and superior to himself, 
by which to judge himself. 
Secondly, it requires humility 
to examine one’s conscience 
deeply enough to render the 
verdict, “I have been wrong.” 

S. if 

MANY PEOPLE are too ego- 
tistical to probe into their own 
reality, to see their own de- 
fects without self-flattery. It 
is far easier to set themselves 
up as the standard, and to re- 
fuse to see the need for any 
change. Theirs in the spirit of 
the falsely pious woman who 
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SOCIAL CONFORMITY is 
the escape sought by those who 
dare not be “different” for 
fear they might be criticized. 
The slaves to such a terror 
bow down before the anony- 
mous authority of what “they” 
wear and what “they” read. 


You don’t ever have to serve 
coffee that has an unpleasant 
metallic taste, if you give your 
coffee percoiator a weekly bath 
in baking soda. Once a week, 
place a tablespoon of baking soda 
in the coffee basket. Fill the bowl 
with water as usual, and perk for 
about five minutes. Then rinse 
thoroughly and dry well. This 
procedure is necessary even if 
you scrub your pot thoroughly 
daily. 


Such people pride themselves 
on being “adjusted” to their 
age: in 1936 they were fellow- 
travellers; in 50 they are 
anti-Russian, in both cases 
they are simply accepting the 
authority of the national 
“mood.” 

All three forms of adaptation 
to external standards — and 
many others similar to them— 
lead to shallow living, cynicism 
and neurosis. All of them can 
be easily cured by those who 
dare to take a chance on hap- 
piness: the steps to finding it 
are three: 

First, one must acknowledge 
the true goal of life, which is 
the pursuit of perfect life and 
truth and love, which is God. 
Secondly, one must spend at 
least ten minutes every day in 
honest examination of con- 
science, admitting one’s fail- 
ures in kindness and generos- 
ity and other virtues. Third, 
one must impose upon hime 
self some small penance to 
counteract the dominant fault: 
he should give money to the 
missions if he is avaricious, 
should pray for the good of 
those of whom he is jealous, 
and so on. Happiness will then 
come to him, for it is no fare 
ther off than the nearest mir- 
ror, turned upon the soul.
